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Writer Takes New Stand 
—Max Snead Invented

Moonlight threw long shadows upon the cobblestone streets of the 
tiny city of Ashtabula, Ohio, on a winter's night in 1863. On that quiet 
night as the city hall clock struck three, there was born in the local 
hospital a man who was to mark his name indelibly in scientific his- 
tory. His name was Ignatz Television. 

Hard Worker 

As a boy, Ignatz was retarded, being only six years old when he 
should have been nine. He did, however, have a.desire to create some- 
thing that would be a memorable gift to mankind. Instead of play 
ing football, baseball, and poker as the other children did, Ignatz 
experiment with electronics and mechanical equipment 

He continued to experiment until the age of 57. Then, on a cold 
October day in 1920, Ignatz stumbled upon the invention that was 
to create a new industry. On October 18, 1920, Ignatz Television per- 
fected the plastic toy whale. 

Everything Comes Out 

While this was occurring, a man named Maximillian Snead, in a 
town just two miles away, invented Television broadcasting while 
repairing a washing machine. Immediately he called his friends to- 
gether and asked them for advice on what to do with this wonderous 
invention. They told him. 

Despite this, he found a trained seal act, a flea circus, and a test 
pattern and went on the air. 

Today that man is no longer a poor, starving illiterate. Now he is 
a rich, obese illiterate. But, despite his wealth, Maximillian is not 
happy. Often he looks back and wonders if those fleas in his flea 
circus would be happier back in their own act instead of in their 
present jobs as television producers. 

At this very moment, as millions watch TV, the industry is plan- 
ning many new and fascinating features.

On Markmanship, Cooling Devices

Ming- 
hetti holds patents on a Floating 
Cooling Device for Bulk Liquids 
and a Marksmanship Instruction 
Attachment for Firearms

Minghetti, who is most often

began his college courses. Since 
then he has traveled extensively 


and has also studied at Cal Aggies. 
At Sacramento State he is taking 
Spanish and English courses 

The idea of a marksmanship at- 
tachment came to him a number 
of years ago while he was clean- 
ing slides in a laboratory. 

He made a sight which can be 
attached to 2 gun and which se. 
lects the same image laterally to 
two different men without inter- 
fering with the vision of the man 
firing. The device would enable an 
instructor to see whether the stu- 
dent was sighting the target prop- 
erly. 

Cooling Device Evolved 

The floating cooling device also 
evolved as the result of work in 
a laboratory. His unit goes into the 
unit where a change process is 
taking place, Minghette claims its 
efficiency is easily recognized be- 
cause it strictly follows the direc- 
toin of physical law in the princi- 
ple that coolng should take place 
from the top. 

The device would provide ease 
in shipping bulk liquids which need 
cooling, and can be made station- 
ary or allowed to float on the 
liquid,

Traveled Widely 

Wainhouse, who has studied at 
Harvard University, where he re- 
ceived his A.B., A.M, and LL.B. 
degrees, and the universities of 
Oxford, Sorbonne, Geneva, Berlin, 
Hamburg, Frankfurt and Vienna, 
has been with the U. S. Depart- 
ment of State since 1946. In 1949 
he was appointed deputy director 
of the Office of 17N Political and 
Security Affairs and became direc- 
tor two years later. 

Jung also has a distinguished 
record of government service. In 
addition to his post as ECSOC rep- 
resentative for India, he is the In- 
dian ambassador to Argentina and 
vice-chancellor of the University 
of Hyderabad, India. The subject 
of Jung's banquet address has not 
been announced.
